the form of a shark's tooth 
whieh has been excavated by #. 
Maus Purple, explorer of this city. 


David Starr Jordan. chanceller of/ 


Stanford University. who is in this 
city en route to Honolulu to make 
explorations there, stated that (fe 
shark in whose mouth this tooth 
grew was without a doubt the 
largest of its kind known to sci- 
enee. He considers the discovery a 
valuable one, 

In the Palos Verdes Hills there 
are twenty ac of marine deposit 
and it is th that Purple has 
unearthed many interesting and 
important specimens, helping sci- 
ence considerably in its effort to 
join the present day with the life 
thousands of years ago. Among 
other examples of prehistoric life 
which have been unearthed there 
is a tooth of a prehistoric horse. 

The shark's tooth recently dis- 
covered is five inches long and 
must have been three and half 
inches long at the base, although 
that is hard to determine as the 
base has been broken off. it was 
stated. It is considerably wider 
and more regular than the two 
specimens in the museum at Ex- 
position Park, which have been) 
belfeved to be teeth of the largest 
sharks known to acienve. These 
teeth evidently came from sharks 
about 120 feet long. while the ex- 
ample belonging to Purple estab- 
lishes a record tillustration that 
about a million Joore ago there 
ewisted a shark 140 feet long. The 
latter conclusion was that of David 
Starr Jordan, who plans to use this 
specimen in his data on prehistoric 
sea animals.

Judge McCormick in the United 
States District Court yesterday set 
October 40 as a tentative date for 
trial of the injunction and receiver- 
ship proceedings brought by the 
United States on March 17, last, 
against the Pan-American Petro- 
leum and; Transport Company and 
the Pan-American Petroleum Com- 
pany. The suit involves disposition 
of leases ‘awarded to Edward L. 
Doheny for the handling of oi! in 
the Elk Hills naval petroleum re- 
serve No.! 1. 

Wells dtilled on the reserve now 
are being operated by Rear-Ad- 
miral Harry J. Rousseau and J. 
Crampton | Anderson, receivers ap- 
pointed by Judge McCormick. 

Setting of the trial date was 
made after lengthy arguments oy 
Atle? Pomerene, special counse] for 
the government, and Frank J. Ho- 
gan of Washington. and Charlies 
Wellborn of Los Angeles, counsel 
for the defense. The hearing was on 
a motion ef the government asking 
that trial of the case be set for 
September 2. 

Before presenting his arguments 
on the motion, Mr. Pomerene no- 
tified the court that the govern- 
ment contemplates filing a some- 
what similar action, against the 
which is 
operating wells under a lease to a 
portion of the naval petroleum re- 
serve No. 1. adjoining that portion 
leased to the Doheny interests. In 
view of that announcement, Mr. 
Hogan sami, the defendants in the 
pending artion would withdraw a 
motion that six offset wells be 
drilled to prevent drainage of the 
Doheny leases by Béiridge wells.

REFERS TO INDICTMENTS 
Referring also to the criminal 
indictments returned by « special 
grand jury in the District of Co- 
lumbia against Mr. Doheny, his 
son, and Albert B. Fall. former 
Secretary of the Interior, by whose 
authority the naval petroleum re- 
i were awarded to the 
heny interests, Mr. Hogan said 
Mr. Doheny might well consider 
those indi¢tments as dear to him 
as would be a aistinguished serv- 
ice medal! pinned to his breast as 
a token of! patriotic service. 

“It has become popular recently 
in my part of the country to bring 
indictments against persons who 
do a public service,” he added. 

In support of the motion to 
have the action against the Pan- 
American companies set for trial 
September. 2, Mr. Pomerene ar- 
gued thet an early trial date was 
necessary in view of the t 
value of the property involved. 
He referred to the fact that Mr. 


Doheny is isaid to ve made the 
s*‘atement that he expected to 
make $100.000.000 out of the 


leases granted to him. The pol- 
icy of the government had been to 
conserve the naval oi] reserve in 
the ground, he eaid, until June 4, 
1920, when contro] of the reserves 
from the Secretary of the 
avy to the Secretary of the In- 
terior. After that date, Mr. Pom- 
erene deciared, the poi- 
icy was not one of conservation, 
but rather: one of exploitation. 
“The contracts granted by the 
Secretary pf the Interior,” Mr.

It was argued that the govern- 
ment never had treated the naval 
reserves as a commercial propo- 
sition, and an early trial of 
the case involving the Pan-Ameri- 
can leases |was necessary to con- 
serve the oj] supply in the ground 
as the government intended it

Nothing in the record, 
he said, placed it before him in- 
the light of a criminal action 
against the same defendants. Oc- 
tober 20 finally was set as a tenta- 
tive trial date, however, in order 
to accommodate government coun- 
sel who will appear in a similar 
action in Cheyenne, Wyo., involv- 
ing naval petroleum leases to the 
Sinclair ol! interests.

Orin S. Weston,

“SLICKER BANDIT’S” 
PAL LOSES APPEAL 


CONVICTION OF MAN ACCUSED 
AS AIDE IN HOLD-UP 
SUSTAINED 


John Gianello, who was convict- 
ed in Superior Judge Moncur's 
court of aiding Jesse Taylor, the 
“slicker bandit.” in robbing the 
Huntington Park Creamery on 
February 6, 1923, lost his appeal! to 
the Second District Court of Ap- 
peal, Division Two, yesterday, 
where the trial court's judgment 
against Gianello was affirmed. 

Attorneys for Gianello petitioned 
the Appellate Court for a reversal 
of the judgment on the grounds 
that there was no evidence to 
show that Gianello had aided Tay- 
lor despite the fact that at his tria! 
witnesses testified that they had 
seen Gianello, accompanied by 
Taylor, drive into the neighborhood 
of the creamery in a small car and 
later drive away together after 
Taylor had robbed the store of 
money, butter and eggs. 

Justice Works of the Appeliete 
Court, who wrote the decision, 
found no merit in Gianello'’s ap- 
peal and ordered the trial court's 
judgment affirmed. His deciaion 
was concurred in by Justices Fin- 
layseon and Craig. 


EX-WIFE LOSES BALM 


Former Husband Sued for Failure 
to Keep Marriage Paci 


The suit of Mary Flavel against 
her former husband, Harry W. Sig- 
nor, for $7500 damages because he 
did mot remarry her after an as- 
serted promise to do 60, was dis- 
missed by Judge Thompson when 
she failed to appear when the case 
was called for trial. 

Signor admitted there had been 
an agreement to remarry, entered 
into shortly after their divorce. 
He eald he had told her to come 
out here from Michigan for their 
second nuptials immediately, but 
that she delayed her 
whereupon he felt free to go ahead 
and marry someone else, which he 
did. The plaintiff had represented 
that her delay arose from the ne- 
ceasity of selling Michigan prop- 


erty. 

Her claim for damages was 
based on asserted loss in forcing 
the sale of this property that she 
might comply with the demand of 
her former husbafid, she said.
